The ban is effective at I p.m. 
KOT Friday, together with the 
closing of all state forests and 
parks to the public—an action 
taken administratively by the 
state Forests and Waters De­ 
partment. 


The proclamation, issued by 
the governor under an act of 
1925, will abruptly end the cur­ 
rent bow and arrow deer sea­ 
son, and possibly force post­ 
ponement of the small game 
season Nov. 2 unless there is 
appreciable 
rainfall 
in 
the 
meantime. 


The proclamation was issued 
at the request of Forests and 
Waters Secretary Maurice K. 
Goddard and cam e two days 
after the governor, also at God­ 
d ard ’s request, issued a ban on 
smoking and making of fires 
in all woodlands, both publicly 
and privately owned.

with in separate legislation. 
The former chief executive 
held a news conference here 
following a 50-minute meeting 
with Gov. William W. Scranton. 
“ I am concerned that they 
are trying to put into one bill 
all of the corrective measures 
they can think of,” Eisenhower 
said. “ I think these things ought 
to be taken in priority in sep­ 
arate legislation.” 
However, Eisenhower said he 
did not believe the Kennedy ad­ 
ministration was “ pushing too 
hard” on civil rights legislation. 
Eisenhower met with Scran­ 
ton to discuss the Pennsylvania 
drive for new industries. The 
former President recently w'as 
named honorary chairman of 
the 
Governor’s Committee of 
100,000 
Pennsylvanians 
f o r 
Economic Growth. 
Eisenhower said there were 
“ three or four” Republicans he 
favored for the 1964 Republican 
presidential nomination and said 
he would support any Republi 
can who fulfilled these qualifi­ 
cations: 
—A 
belief 
in 
strengthening 
free world alliances. 
—Adherence to sound fiscal 
policies to “ conduct government 
in a businesslike m anner ” 
—The belief that more power 
should be delegated to state and 
local governments. 
Eisenhower made the 40-mile 
motor trip from his Gettysburg 
farm with his aide, Gen. Rob 
ert L. Shulz, and two officers 
from the state police detective 
bureau.

turned in contributions totaling $931.90, a per capita 
of $35.84. 
“This amount to date,” Dr. Phillips said, “ rep­ 
resents more than twice as much as our entire 
teaching staff contributed last year. And indica­ 
tions are that when the contributions arc entirely 
in — and we hope for IOO per cent F air Share 
participation — Morrisville school teachers will 
have given three times as much as last year.” 
2 Reasons 
Dr. Phillips said the two most im portant rea­ 
sons for the tremendous increase in giving are (I) 
the payroll deduction plan, which is permissible in 
the Morrisville School District and which makes it 
a simple procedure to contribute to a worthy 
cause; and (2) the inspirational United Fund mes­ 
sage which teachers heard from Paul Sauerbry, 
county campaign chairm an; and Arthur P. Krebs, 
Lower Bucks campaign chairm an, a few days ago.

Schools Division chairm an, keeps his staff well­ 
informed on the United Fund Campaign in Morris­ 
ville schools. He issues regular bulletins, listing the 
number of teachers who have contributed, the total 
amount and the per capita giving. 
Remarkable Answer”

failure in “ too many cases” to 
follow through on complaints 
filed by citizens against neigh­ 
bors who disregard ordinances 
on trash burning, high weeds, 
junk-yard lawns and similar of­ 
fenses. 


The criticism cam e from Wil­ 
liam T. Mullin, chairman of the 
Bensalem Board of Supervisors, 
in answer to compalints by tax ­ 
payers that “ nothing is done 
about the number of complaints 
that have been filed." 


Generally Reluctant 


Mullin did not single out any 
particular 
J P 
but 
said 
that 
they a re generally reluctant to 
handle such cases. 


He said that when they get 
such a case they 
let 
it 
sit 
around for endless periods “ be­ 
cause they don’t want to make 
enemies of these people.” 


His 
comments 
cam e 
at 
a 
meeting of the board after the 
township zoning officers cited 
one case which has been lying 
on a J P ’s desk for two years 
with no action being taken. 
The J P was not named. 


Criticized By Citizens 


The m atter came up after 
several township citizens criti­ 
cized the township for not ta k ­ 
ing appropiate action on such 
complaints. 


Secretary - treasurer Frank 
Fleming 
explained 
that 
the 
township does not have the p er­ 
sonnel to handle all complaints 
filed. 
Board solicitor John W. Dean 
explained that the zoning of­ 
ficer has too many duties to 
carry on in the hours he works 
to enable him to follow through 
on complaints as fast as they 
a re received. 


Asks Police Aid 


One taxpayer said that even 
if no complaint is filed, Ben­

point when he suggested such 
a procedure. 


To Eliminate Embarrassment 
He said, “ such action by th< 
police would eliminate the em 
h a ra s s m e n t of persons com 
plaining about their next doo 
neighbor.” 
Enable said, 
“ Even thougl 
those complaints m ay be justi 
fiable, it creates life-time enc 
mies among neighbors even af 
ter the m atter has been set 
tied.” 
It was then that Mullin criti 
cized the JPs.
